vernments of ſeveral Lord Lieute-

inants and Deputies, the army liv- 
ing without Action produced in a- 
bout Twenty Years many old Sol- 

diers, who having honeſtly ſerved 
the King from the time of their 
Vouth, and being arrived to old 

Age, which rendered them unca- 
pable of further Service in the Ar- 
my, they cou'd not properly be 
continued any longer in the ſame; 
and they by their conſtant Service 
therein, having neglected all other 
Ways of procuring a Livelihood 
by Arts or Trades, muſt of neceſſi- 
ty ſtarve, if diſmiſt. This Conſi- 
deration was the ground of all 
thoſe Proviſions made. by the Ro- 
mans for diſabled Soldiers; and al- 
tho' in thoſe Times they did not 
erect Buildings for their Co- habit- 
ing together, when disbanded for 
Age or Infirmneſs, yet the Care that 
was taken by the Generals and Em- 
perors, was equivalent in the Sti- 
pends and Employments of Eaſe be- 
1 ſtowed

ſtowed on them, their Wives and 
Children, as might be inſtanced in 
ſeveral particulars from Hiſtory. 


But our modern Princes, having 
the Experience of former Times 
in View, endeavour ſtill to out- do 
the paſt; and this entering into the 
Thoughts of Lewis XIV. of France, 
produced that ſtupendous Pile, by 
him nam'd the Hvalids, ſituated 
in the Fauxbourg of St. Ge, main 's, 
near Paris, of whoſe Splendor, 
Grandeur and Decorum, the pub- 
lick printed Deſcription ſpeaks at 
large. And 'tis not to be doubted, 
but from the Excellency of that 
Deſign, firſt ſprung the Notion of 
building the like in this Kingdom, 
which was happily entertained at - 
firſt by the Right Honourable Ar- 
thur Earl of Granard, Marſhal-Ge- 
neral of the Army in Treland, in or 
about the Year 1675, who com- 
municated the ſame unto the Earl 
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of Efex, then Lord Lieutenant of 
Treland, who was pleaſed to direct 
that ſeveral Places ſhou'd be vie w- 
ed, that might be fit to erect ſuch 
a convenient Building, but more 
particularly to view the ground 
where now it ſtands. But he be- 
ing ſoon called from the Govern- 
ment of Ireland, there was nothing 
further ſaid thereof, until the Ar- 
rival of his Grace James Duke of 
ORMONDE, in the Year 1677, 
whoſe Endeavours always tended 
to the good of this Kingdom: He 
ſoon fell upon the Thoughts of an 
| HoseiTar., which he found abſo- 
lutely neceſſary to be built, that 
the Army might be cleared of all 
ſuch Soldiers as then were, or here- 
after might be, not capable to ſerve 
longer therein, that thereby his 
Majeſty might have an effective 
Army fit to ſerve him when Occa- 
ſion required. And having conſi- 
dered what Number of Soldiers,

after the grand Purgation of the 
then Army, which conſiſted of 
oo Men, might become quali- 
fied for the HosPTITAL yearly af- 
terwards, and alſo of the Ways and 
Means to raiſe Money to build the 
Houſe, and to maintain the Sol- 
diers; his Grace repreſepted unto 
his late Majeſty Charles the Second, 
the great Advantages that would 
attend his Service, by purſuing that 
Deſign; which ſo much prevailed 
with his Majeſty, that on the 27th 
of October 1679, the following 
Letter was ſent over to the ſaid 
Duke of ORMONDE.

As Our Royal Predeceſſor King 
_ Charles the Second, by His Letters 
Patents, bearing Date the Nine- 
teenth Day of February, in the 
Thirty-fixth Year of His Reign, 
did Erect and Endow an Hos PI- 
TAL near Dublin, for the Relief 
and Support of antient and maim- 


ed Officers and Soldiers of the Ar- 


my of Ireland ; and did thereby 


grant, declare, ordain, conſtitute 
and appoint the Lord Lieutenant, 
Lord Deputy, or other chief Go- 
vernor or Governors of Our ſaid 
Kingdom of Jreland, for the time 
being, and the ſeveral other Offi- 
cers, in the ſaid Letters Patents, 
particularly mentioned, and their 


Succeſſors for ever, to be Gover-

KNOW YE therefore that We 
of Our more ſpecial Grace, certain 
Knowledge and mere Motion, by 
and with the Advice and Conſent 
of Our Right Truſty and Right 
Intirely Beloved Couſin and Coun- 
ſellor, Fobn Duke of Bedford, Our 
Lieutenant General and General

they the ſaid Governors and their
